T)URSUANT  to  the  “  Social  Security  and 
T  Municipal  Aid  Tax  Act,”  His  Honour  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  has  been

3-14.  In  this  regulation: — 

(a)  “  Parent  corporation  ”  means  a  corpora¬ 
tion  which  owns  beneficially  at  least  95 
per  cent,  of  the  share  capital  (except 
directors’  qualifying  shares)  of  another 
corporation  known  as  a  “  wholly  owned 
subsidiary,”  and  also  means  any  other 
corporation  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Commissioner,  and  not  inconsistent  with 
the  intent  of  this  regulation,  is  for  all 
intents  and  purposes  a  parent  corpora¬ 
tion  to  a  wholly  owned  subsidiary: 

( b )  “Wholly  owned  subsidiary”  means  a 
corporation  at  least  95  per  cent,  of  the 
share  capital  of  which  (except  directors’ 
qualifying  shares)  is  beneficially  owned 
by  the  corporation  to  which  it  is  sub¬ 
sidiary,  and  also  means  any  other  cor¬ 
poration  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Commissioner,  and  not  inconsistent  with 
the  intent  of  this  regulation,  is  for  all 
intents  and  purposes  a  wholly  owned 
subsidiary  to  a  parent  corporation. 
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Where  tangible  personal  property  is  sold  by 
a  parent  corporation  to  its  wholly  owned  sub¬ 
sidiary,  or  by  a  wholly  owned  subsidiary  to  its 
parent  corporation,  or  by  one  wholly  owned 
subsidiary  of  a  parent  corporation  to  another 
wholly  owned  subsidiary  of  the  same  parent 
corporation,  and  if  the  tangible  personal  prop¬ 
erty  sold  was  located  within  this  Province  and 
belonged  to  one  of  these  corporations  on  June 
30th,  1948,  or  if  tax  under  the  Act  has  been 
paid  on  the  purchase  of  the  tangible  personal 
property  sold  by  one  of  such  corporations,  no 
tax  shall  be  payable  by  the  purchaser  in  re¬ 
spect  of  such  sale. 

Where  tangible  personal  property  is  sold  to 
a  corporation  at  the  time  of  its  incorporation 
by  one  or  more  individuals,  or  by  one  or  more 
corporations,  or  by  one  or  more  individuals 
and  one  or  more  corporations,  and  where  the 
persons  selling  the  tangible  personal  property 
wholly  own  and  control  the  purchasing  corpo¬ 
ration  or  receive  and  retain  shares  in  the 
purchasing  corporation  as  payment  for  the 
tangible  personal  property  sold,  and  such 
shares  are  at  least  equal  in  actual  value  to  the 
actual  value  of  the  property  which  such  person 
has  sold  to  the  purchasing  corporation,  and  if 
the  tangible  personal  property  sold  was  located 
within  this  Province  and  belonged  to  the  per¬ 
son  or  persons  selling  such  property  on  June 
30th,  1948,  or  if  tax  under  the  Act  has  been 
paid  on  the  purchase  of  such  tangible  personal 
property  by  one  or  more  of  the  persons  selling 
such  property,  no  tax  shall  be  payable  by  the 
purchasing  corporation  in  respect  of  such  sale. 
However,  if  the  actual  value  of  the  tangible 
personal  property  sold  to  the  purchasing  cor¬ 
poration  at  the  time  of  its  incorporation  ex¬ 
ceeds  the  actual  value  of  the  shares  of  the 
purchasing  corporation  which  are  transferred 
to  the  person  selling  the  property  to  the  pur¬ 
chasing  corporation,  the  difference  between  the 
value  of  the  property  sold  and  the  value  of  the 
shares  transferred  is  subject  to  tax  under  this 
Act.

6.  Horace  Critchley,  of  Chase  River,  B.C., 
shall  be  Returning  Officer  for  the  first  election 
of  Trustees.  He  shall  call  a  general  meeting 
of  the  persons  who  are  qualified  as  aforesaid 
to  vote  and  shall,  at  least  seven  days  before  the 
date  of  the  said  meeting,  post  in  conspicuous 
places  at  the  nearest  post-office  and  at  the 
building  in  which  the  meeting  is  to  be  held, 
notices  signed  by  him  giving  the  date,  time, 
and  place  of  holding  the  said  meeting.  The 
Returning  Officer  shall  be  chairman  of  the  said 
meeting,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  clause 

5  he  shall  have  power  to  determine  whether  or 
not  any  person  who  desires  to  vote  is  qualified 
to  do  so.  He  shall  have  power  to  determine 
the  procedure  to  be  followed  at  the  said  meet¬ 
ing  and  the  method  of  taking  the  votes.  Each 
qualified  voter  shall  be  entitled  to  cast  one 
vote  for  each  of  three  candidates.

6  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1952,  the  candidate  elected  for 
whom  the  second  greatest  number  of  votes  is 
cast  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1951,  and  the  candidate  elected  for 
whom  the  third  greatest  number  of  votes  is 
cast  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1950,  but  should  there  be  nominated 
no  more  than  three  candidates  for  the  office  of 
Trustee,  or  should  any  two  candidates  receive 
an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the  Returning 
Officer  shall  have  power  to  and  shall  declare 
which  of  the  candidates  are  elected  and  which 
shall  hold  office  until  the  next,  the  second,  and 
the  third  succeeding  annual  general  meetings 
respectively.

any  vacancy  or  vacancies  among  the  Trustees, 
or  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  with  the  own¬ 
ers  any  matter  or  matters  which  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Trustees  should  be  brought  up  at  a 
general  meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  a  notice  posted  up 
in  a  conspicuous  place  at  the  nearest  post- 
office  and  at  the  building  in  which  the  meeting 
is  to  be  held.

PUBLIC  UTILITIES 
COMMISSION. 

“  PUBLIC  UTILITIES  ACT.” 

T)URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Pub- 
lie  Utilities  Act,”  the  following  order  was 
made  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  on  the 
10th  day  of  November,  1949,  and  approved  by 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  on  the

PRIVATE  BILLS. 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary.
